Clingman 
was released tinder $2,000 ¡bond pro­ 
vided by Leonidas Mull. 
This was 
the only indictment returned by the 
grand jury. 
The indictment against Clingman 
is similar to the affidavit filed dur­ 
ing vacation. 
It is alleged that he 
killed George Perry and that 
the 
crime was premeditated. 
It is un­ 
derstood that the purpose 
of filing 
the original affidavit 
was 
to allow 
Clingman to give bond. 


It will be recalled that Perry 
in 
company with four other men, 
in­ 
cluding 
his 
father 
and 
brother, 
were fishing on the Mull farm and 
on coming back, went 
through 
the 
Clingman 
barn 
yard. 
Clingman 
maintains that he mistook the party 
for robbers and shoot. The bullet en­ 
tered Perry’s brain 
and 
he 
lived 
less than one hour 
after 
receiving 
the wound.

Gen. P. A. Hackleman’s Career 


Granville Cowing 
of Muncie, 
For­ 


merly 
Editor of 
Republican, 


Recalls Early Incidents 


HIS 
MEMORY 
NOT 
HONORED 


Granville Cowing of Muncie, uncle 
of Joe Cowing of this city and 
at 
one time editor 
of the Republican, 
contributes some reminiscences 
of 
General P. A. Haekleman, a 
Rush 
county man, who was the only Indi­ 
ana general killed 
in battle 
during 
the civil war. 
General Haekleman 
himself was 
at one time editor off the W hig, 
of 
which the Republican was the suc­ 
cessor. 
He and 
O. C. 
Haekleman 
founded tbe WThig April 25, 1840 and 
four years later 
sold 
it to 
R. F. 
Brown. 
In 1846 Mr. Cowing and N. 
W. Cox 
bought 
the 
Whig 
and 
changed the name 
to the True Re­ 
publican. 
General 
Haekleman 
re­ 
mained as editor, and during 
that 
period, the 
late 
general 
and Mr. 
Cowing became 
closely 
associated 
together. 
Under the 
title, 
UA 
Forgotten 
Hero,” Mr. Cowing writes as follows 


of General 
Haekleman, 
which 
is 
especially timely in view of the fact 
that Rush county is next week cel­ 
ebrating her Centennial: 


It is now 54 years ago since Gen­ 
eral P. A. Haekleman 
fell 
on tin* 
field of Corinth during the civil war. 
He died as victory crowned his in­ 
trepid bravery 
and skillful leade;- 
sliip, a victory 
most 
important I > 
the Union cause in its immediate ef­ 
fect as well as aiding ultimately lti 
making secure to its possessor every 
home in Indiana, yet not the slight­ 
est effort has ever been made by the 
state be so 
faithfully 
served, 
to 
honor his memory. 
His noble wife 
and 
two 
of 
his 
daughters 
died 
humiliated in the belief that his na­ 
tive state lie had served so well had 
forgotten his great 
service 
to her. 
Ilanly in his last message earnestly 
recommended the legislature of In­ 
diana to do something in the matter, 
but nothing was done.

To change slightly 
Madam 
Ro­ 
land’s last words: “ Oh 
Economy, 
how many crimes have been commit­ 
ted in thy name!” 
Probably I am the only living per­ 
son who knewr 
Gen. Hackleman in­ 
timately. 
For nine years beginning 
in 1840, with a few brief intervals, 
I was an intimate 
of his home and 
on the most intimate and affection­ 
ate terms with 
him. 
During that 
time I learned to regard him as one 
off the ablest and best men I 
ever 
knew', and it has long been my ear­ 
nest desire 
that 
Indiana 
should 
suitably recognize his great services 
to her. 
For a man to give his life 
for his friend or his country is the 
supreme test of unselfishness. 
llbckleman’s 
death 
at Cprinth 
equaled 
in 
unselfishness 
that 
of 
Leonidas at Thermopylae or that of 
Gen. Wolfe at Quebec. The love 
of 
country that actuated 
him and his 
comrades seems to have ifaded with 
his generation and left nothing but 
love of money in its place. 
He was born in 1814, was school­ 
ed in a log house, mastered all 
of 
his studies and soon became an able 


awyer, and his fellow citizens were 
always anxious 
to honor him with 
their offices of trust and profit. 
He 
w'as one of the first to enlist at the 
outbreak of the rebellion, was ap­ 
pointed colonel 
of 
the 
Sixteenth 
Ind. Vbl., then promoted to the rank 
of brigadier-general, then asigned to 
the army of General Grant. 
On the 
third of October, 1862, in the battle 
of Corinth, about 3 p. m., while 
on 
horseback, at the head of the brig­ 
ade, rallying his men to oppose 
an 
overpowering foe, he received a gun­ 
shot wound across the throat 
and 
died a few* hours later. 
His last words were, “I am dying 
for my country. He was greatly be­ 
loved by his men although an inex­ 
orable drill master 
and his recent 
raw men had become veterans 
and 
were able to rally in the face of de­ 
feat and drive t(ie enemy from 
the 
field. 
His son-in-law, Major Mills, 
was killed with him and their bodies 
were met at Indianapolis by 
their 
widows who accompanied 
them 
to 
Rushville, Ind., 
where Hackleman’s 
body was buried. 
He was never guilty 
of any dis­ 
sipation. In civil life he ranked with 
the greatest men in Indiana. He was 
a delegate to the Chicago convention 
and greatly aided 
in securing Lin­ 
coln’s nomination for 
the 
presi­ 
dency. He was genial in disposition, 
generous 
almost 
to a 
fault 
and 
shared with his men all their priva­ 
tions and
